6000 year sago ,held the same beliefs re 
garding some of their Gods. 

To the musician ,however, the time 
of Easter and the time of Christmas 
always has a peculiar and deep mean- 
ing. The music of the Christmas bells 
and carols always stirs anew in the 
heart of a lover of melody, a love for 
harmonius sounds. And the soaring, 
winging, notes of the Easter anthems 
bring about a resurrection of dead am- 
bitions and aspirations. 

So, for both Christion and non- 
Christian, it would be well to go to 
church on Easter Sunday, if for no 
other reason than to receive the inspir- 
ation of the music which is attendent 
to the age old idea of the resurrection
